A series of diplomatic shifts now

Turkey. 

President Truman said Tuesday 
that Kennan, an outstanding of- 
ficial expert on relations with 
Russia, is being considered for the 
Moscow post. Other officials re- 
active consideration is 
being given also to an Istanbul 
appointment for McGhee, who is 
in charge of Near East, South 
Asian and African affairs for the 
State department. 

A 39-year-old Texan, McGhee 
would replace George Wadsworth, 
veteran career diplomat, who 
probably would be shifted to a 
Furopean post, authorities said. 
The change is in contemplation, 
it was explained, because of the 
new phase of relations between 
Washington and Istanbul opened 
by Turkey’s admission to the 
North Atlantie Alliance. 

McGhee is a long-time special- 
ist on Middle-East affairs. He was 
in charge of the recent vain efforts 
here to work out an agreement 
with Prime Minister Mossadegh 
for reopening of negotiations be- 


itween Jran and Britain for settle- 


ment of the Iranian oil crisis. 
Farlier, he was administration 
co-ordinator for American aid to 
Greece and Turkey, at the time 
when Greece was fighting Com- 
munist-led guerrillas, and Turkey 
was under Soviet pressure.

NEW YORK CITY—Here, as in Washing- 
ton, those who are keeping an ear to the 
political earth say there is a very real chance 
the continuing yeasty fermentation of the tax 
department scandals may do more to defeat 
the Democratic Party than any other factor 
which the party now has to overcome. 

Love of money is the root of all evil, ac- 
cording to the biblical interpretation. But, 
in politics, acceptance of all monies from 
questionable and demanding sources is the 
root of most political evil. There has always 
been some taking of “bad money,” but it 
seems to have reached a peak during the 
campaigns in which Louis Johnson, later to 
become Secretary of Defense, and William 
Boyle were active in the raising of campaign 
funds. Both have denied any wrongdoing. 

There is none who believes that President 
Truman was privy to any such transactions. 
Criticism of him will derive largely from the 
fact that he did not ride closer herd on those 
in charge of the money-raising and insist 
they refuse any funds which would not stand 
up in the light of public examination. 

The President’s opponents now are charg- 
ing that scandals in the income tax field are 
sure to be revealed and that when they are, it 
will be discovered that some of those who 
otherwise would have gone to jail were able 
to settle cases by making large campaign 
contributions. 

This is denied with heat, but the Presi- 
dent himself has had to request the resigna- 
tion of one of his top income tax officials for 
activities which reflected on the administra- 
tion. There has been a resignation “for 
health” in San Francisco, and the accusing 
finger is pointing here and there.

The Real Guilt 
Lies in Moscow 


The new propaganda line of the Chinese 
Reds, following closely the pattern laid down 
by the Kremlin, should leave no doubt about 
who is master of the Communist moves in 
Korea. If we needed further evidence, 
this is it. 

The Kremlin’s move into Korea was, in 
the first place, a huge gamble based on be- 
lief the United Nations and the United States 
would not resist aggression. It was a huge 
disappointment to them that we accepted the 
challenge. 

Now that we are involved in Korea, it 
serves Stalin to delay and haggle as long as 
possible, using his satellite Chinese and Ko- 
reans as pawns in a much bigger game. How- 
ever, we are getting nearer the really guilty 
parties all the time. 

The new turn in the Korean truce nego- 
tiations is obviously tied in with the United 
Nations General Assembly meeting in Paris, 
where the Soviets are out to defeat the dis- 
armament proposals of the Big Three West- 
ern powers, to force Chinese admission to the 
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contribution in these days, it is not in the 
interest of government, but is regarded as an 
investment. The contributor expects to re- 
ceive road contracts, or to sell the state large 
amounts of goods at noncompetitive bids. Or, 
he expects a look at sealed bids so that he 
may slip in other bids just a few cents higher 
so that he may buy in surplus material or re- 
ceive lucrative contracts. 

This has been going on for some. years, 
and it is necessary to point it out lest we fall 
into the error of assuming that all the cor- 
ruption is in Washington. 

It is simply on a larger scale in the capital. 
Or it seems to be. 

It is important, we believe, to point out 
that it was the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, a 
newspaper, which first began to uncover 
these political derelictions. The paper made 
a lot of persons angry. Some of them wanted 
to pass laws restricting the activities of news- 
papers. Others said it was unfair and un- 
just. But by bringing public attention to 
this situation the newspaper has done the 
public a service. Perhaps there are many 
who do not know newspapers have done this 
service. 

Meanwhile, the investigation will go on. 
More and more it appears that it costs too 
much to run for office, on the local or na- 
tional scale, and that almost all those who 
make campaign contributions consider them 
to be investments, from which they expect 
a high return. 

The income tax cases and the Justice de- 
partment attitude toward them could be the 
explosion which would destroy the adminis- 
tration’s chances in the 1952 campaign. That 
is the idea expressed by political observers 
in Washington and New York, as they watch 
the investigation unfold.—R. M.

For an American serviceman to marry a 
Japanese girl requires persistence and pa- 
tience. 

Knowing that an alliance of this sort al- 
ready has one strike against it, the authori- 
ties aim to sée that it doesn’t get two more— 
at least not in a hurry. 


Here are some of the steps between an- 
nouncement of intention and the altar: 

1. The Japanese girl must submit state- 
ments from responsible persons testifying to 
character and background. 


2. The serviceman must show he ean fi- 
nancially support the girl. 

3. Both must undergo a physical exami- 
nation by an American military doctor. 


4. If either is under 21, parental consent 
is necessary. 

5. Both must be personally interviewed 
by the commanding officer and a chaplain. 


6. Then there is the police check. Japanese 
intelligence officers investigate to determine 
whether the bride-to-be has ever engaged in 
subversive activities. 

7. The final step is at the consulate office. 
There the marriage is formalized and the en- 
try visa issued. 

Couples who pass these tests can be sure 
of one thing—their union is not of the 
“quickie” Georgia border type. 

It will be interesting to follow the history 
of marriages for which nearly 6,000 applica- 
tions have been approved to see if the care- 
ful screening process leads to permanent ties.

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Democrats Work 


For Compromise 


WASHINGTON—What may become known in 
our political history as the compromise of 1952 


is under negotiation. 


It is going on within the 


Democratie Party and involves the controversial civil rights pro- 
gram. The aim is to minimize agitation within the party over the 
racial issue, reduce the prejudice appeal exploited by the Pixie- 
erats and weaken that political movement, and bring the South 


back into the party. 


The means would be a modification of 


President Truman’s program for discussion in the next session 
of Congress before the convention, and for a compromise plank 


in the party’s 1952 platform. 

The compromise envisaged 
would retain the essential prin- 
ciples of the Truman civil rights 
program, but on a moderated 
basis that it is believed would 
satisfy a majority of the South- 
ern people. It would be pre- 
sented to other elements of the 
party as a practicable, attain- 
able program that still would 
mean progress and might unify 
the party for the stiff fight ex- 
pected in 1952. 


It is the subject of private 
discussions among key party 
figures South and North, to 
which, however, President 
Truman himself is not a party. 
Thus far negotiators are act- 
ing independently of him. 
The discussions recently have 
been intensified because of 
the new Dixiecrat threat. At 
the same time, the compro- 
mise negotiations have got en- 
couragement from the failure 
of the revived Dixiecrat 
movement thus far to come 
forward with concrete plans 
or find a champion about 
whom to rally. 


Truman leaders in the South 
have capitalized this 
and are planning to move into 
it. as was exemplified by the 
initiative they took at the re- 
cent Southern Governors Con- 
ference at Hot Springs, Ark. 
The projected compromise is 
one weapon, along with renewed 
emphasis on what the New 
Deal-Fair Deal has accom- 
plished economically for the 
South. 

The compromise movement is 
a gradual development which 
began some time ago. 


A long-time sponsor of com- 
promise in Congress has been 
the earnest, sincere, able and 


progressive Rep. Brooks Hays 
(Dem., Ark.). He presented a 
compromise bill in the last Con- 
gress—the 81st—which aroused 
widespread interest at the time, 
winning the support of many 
Southern Democrats, as well as 
some Republicans, in Congress, 
and provoking attention also 
among prominent figures out- 
side of Congress. It never got 
to a vote. 

The Hays program provides 
an FEPC commission in the 
Labor department advisory in 
nature, with no compulsory or 
punitive authority. It would 
work with state and local agen- 
cies to eliminate discrimination 
in employment. The FEPC is 
the high boiling point of South- 
ern antagonism, as is well 
known, and also is the focus of 
most activity by ardent civil 
rights proponents. It becomes 
necessarily the very center of 
compromise. The Hays pro- 
gram also calls for a federal 
antilynching law to become ap- 
plicable when states are unable 
to cope with an outrage, and a 
constitutional amendment to 
abolish the poll tax. 

Ideas embodied in the Hays 
program are among those being 
canvassed in compromise par- 
levs. Significantly, Senator Rus- 
sel] of Georgia, hitherto a lead- 
er in Senate filibusters against 
the President’s program, could 
go along with the Hays program. 
This able Southern leader has 
exhibited interest in a compro- 
mise, and in a memorable de- 
bate some time ago in the Sen- 
ate he and Senator Douglas 
(Dem., Ill.), who is mentioned 
among possibilities for th. Dem- 
ocratic nomination if President 
Truman does not run again,

WASHINGTON ~The wise political money is 
now betting that Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower will 


announce his 


availability 


for the Republican 


Presidential nomination within three months. If all goes well, the 
Eisenhower unveiling ought to take place by the end of January 


or in the first week of February at the latest. 


This is, of course, 


precisely what most of the Republican enthusiasts for Eisenhower 


have always wanted. 


The difference today is that after the gen- 


eral’s event-crammed visit to this country, his backers are cone 
vinced that what they want to happen will in fact happen. They 


showed no such happy 
Indeed, until there 
have been many reasons to sus- 
pect that the general would fol- 
low the unhappy precedent of 
the late Senator Vandenburg, 
insisting on what is called a 
“genuine draft,” and thus im- 
posing an impossible task on his 
supporters. No matter how 
strongly Republicans may call 
for Eisenhower, he cannot con- 
ceivably be nominated by ac- 
clamation. The forces of Sen- 
ator Taft, of Ohio, vigorously 
supported by General MacAr- 
thur, will fight an Eisenhower 
nomination t@ the bitter end.

As Incentive | 


Plan Okayed

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—The 
Wage Stabilization Board an- 
mounced Tuesday a policy for ap- 
proving new piece work and other 
incentive wage plans. 

Since wage controls took effect 
last January, employers have not 
been able to install new incentive 
plans or revise old ones except for 
so-called “housekeeping” adjust- 
ments authorized in July. 

The resolution on _ incentives 
was adopted by an eight to four 
vote, with the labor members of 
the board dissenting. 


Using seven criteria set forth in 
the policy, the agency will process 
petitions for approval of incentive 

lans based on the performance of 

dividuals or particular groups 
within a plant. These petitions 
will not be approvable by staff 
members but may be approved by 
divisions of the regional! boards. 

Petitions for approval of other 
types of plans. such as plant-wide 
programs, will be considered on 
their individual merits. 

It was emphasized that this pol- 
icy does not deal with the “pro- 
ductivity” wage increase problem 
which the board’s staff has under 
study and will report on at an 
“early date.” 


Incentives generally require ex- 
tra effort or ingenuity on the part 
of the worker, or a team of work- 
ers. A rise in productivity “the 
rate of production” may be 
achieved, however, without extra 
effort by the worker. Investment 
in more efficient machinery and 
improved engineering and man- 
agement are primary factors in 
Taising productivity without the 
use of wage incentives. 

Incentives permit higher earn- 
ings but are not regarded as in- 
flationary because the higher rate 
of production cuts unit costs. 

The criteria of the incentives 
policy. include the following: 

1. Plans shall normally result 
in no increase in unit labor cost 
unless it can be otherwise demon- 
strated that the resulting expected 
level of earnings will not be un- 
stabilizing and will not create in- 
tra-plant inequities. 

2. The plan must provide an 
@arnings opportunity to the indi- 
Vidual or incentive group of at 
least 15 per cent above the day, 
or hourly, rate for the job. 

3. The plan must contain mini- 
mum wage guarantees which shall 
be described along with anv other 
Pay practices used in connection 
with the plan. 

4. The plan must have adequate 
provisions for the correction and 
Maintenance of the standards or 
rates. 

Certain reporting requirements 
also must be met to obtain ap- 
proval of incentive plans.

How much France ultimately 
will receive in economic aid grants 
will depend on separate sets of 
negotiations now in progress. Most, 
important in the European de- 
fense scheme are the sessions of 
the temporary council commit- 
tee of NATO which is supposed to 
work out the amount of separate 
contributions to the total rearma- 
ment effort. 

While these negotiations are in 
progress, the American economic 
mission in Paris has been en- 
gaged in bilateral discussions with 
the French on their economic re- 
quirements for the current and 
1953 fiscal year.

On price control, the League 
will ask theig congressmen to 
repeal the Capehart and Hur- 
tong amendments.

Just One Big 
Meal a Day 


Not Slimming 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

The familiar phrase “I could 
not eat another mouthful” is 
dangerously fattening. And at 
which meal are you most apt to 
find yourself admitting to that 
belt-pressing feeling? Like or, 
not it’s after the last forkful of 


dessert at dinner. 

A doctor friend tells me he 
is not overly concerned with 
what his overweight patients 
eat for breakfast, or at lunch. 
But he always records what 
they eat for dinner, and what 
they eat between meals. He 
claims that dinner and snacks 
invariably tell the weight story. 

You may figure that since 
you go light on calories all day, 
surely you should be entitled to 
a decent meal at night. But 
calories are burned according: to 
energy demands, and whatever 
is eaten in excess of immediate 
needs is stored for future use. 
So when the bulk of the day’s 
calories are eaten at dinner, 
when there is little energy ex- 
penditure, what happens to 
them? 

Here it is scientifically: The 
calories in the form of sugar 
and starch are stored in the 
liver as glycogen, and to a small 
extent in the muscles for ready 
energy. But when the liver is 
loaded and the muscles have all 
they need, and still the calories 
keep on coming, say in a deli- 
cious dessert, where do these 
extra calories go? They are 
chemically changed and packed 
away in the concentrated form 
of fat. 

And what happens to extra 
fat calories, the ones that come 
in butter, cream, sauces and 
gravy? They are stored in the 
body, practically unaltered, if 
not required for fuel at that 
time. 

t’s a different story with pro- 
tein calories. Protein, when 
eaten in large quantity, tends 
to burn itself off because of its 
stimulating effect upon combus- 
tion and because the body does 
not have much capacity for stor- 
ing large amounts of protein. 

For these reasons it is more 
slimming to eat three balanced 
meals a day, including a protein 
food at each meal, than it is to 
skimp on food during the active 
part of the day and make up 
jfor it at the evening meal.

NEW YORK—Turkey prices 
were trimmed two to as much 
as erght cents a pound in many 
retail stores this week as food 
buying picked up sharply for 
the Thanksgiving Day feast. 
Supplies of gobblers were re- 
ported ample everywhere, with 
approximately the same price 
differentials among the various 
size classifications prevailing as 
last year. In general, turkeys 
weighing 16 pounds and over 
cost eight to 10 cents a pound 
less than smaller sizes. 

Other meats, including roast- 
Ing chickens, beef rib roasts, 
pork loins and smoked hams, 
held about unchanged from last 
week-end. Butter, eggs and 
several fresh vegetables were 
higher in most markets. 

Cranberries, because of a 
small crop this year, were high- 
er-priced. However, the boost 
was smaller than normally 
would have been the case be- 
cause cranberries are among 
the Thanksgiving Day specials 
which storekeepers want to 
stress in their advertising. In 
the big New York wholesale 
market, cranberries were quoted 
at just twice the year-ago price. 

Agriculture Department mar- 
ket reporters said apples, of 
many varieties, and red emperor 
grapes were the most plentiful 
items in fruits thi® week. How- 
ever, housewives also will find 
pears, tangerines, raisins, figs, 
dates, Italian chestnuts, oranges 
and grapefruit in abundance. 

As for nuts, the pecan. crop 
this vear is expected to top last 
year’s by 20 per cent, and the 
harvest of filberts in Washing- 
ton and Oregon, the major 
sources in the U. S., is estimated 
at 11 per cent above a year 
azo. 

Butter advanced about two 
cents a pound in most places, 
reflecting the usual pre-holiday 
demand and a seasonal decline 
in production, aggravated this 
vear by cold weather and storms 
in dairy states. 

Eggs were up two to four 
cents a dozen, for the same 
reasons and because military 
demand has been heavy. 

Wholesale dealers reported 
that demand for fresh vege- 
tables perked up considerably 
this week, driving up prices of 
several items which were in 
relatively light supply because 
of recent cold waves. Snap 
beans, brussels sprouts, cabbage, 
lettuce, mushrooms and peppers 
were higher. 

One large store chain in the 
East noted a sharp upturn in 
sales of frozen vegetables and 
attributed it to rising fresh pro- 
duce quotations. The nation’s 
stocks of frozen vegetables, in- 
cidentally, were at a record 550 
million pounds at the beginning 
of this month—20 per cent 
above the year-ago level.

Plantation Pipe Line, which transports petroleum prod- 
ucts for delivery in six Southeastern states, announced Tues- 
day that Dec. 4 it will dedicate its new $52,000,000 parallel 
pipe line linking Baton Rouge, La. and Charlotte, N. C. 


The new 700-mile line, part of 
an expansion program Plantation 
started last year, will more than 
double its carrying capacity. It 
parallels the line which the com- 
pany built 10 years ago to assure 
a continuous flow of liquid fuels 
from Louisiana and Texas Gulf-

Penny Hike 
Per Bottle 
Beer Set. 


A penny-a-bottle boost in the 
price of beer for home consump- 
tion is due to be authorized by 
the government about Dec. 1. 

An Office of Price Stabilization 
(OPS) official said Tuesday a 
regulation covering beer prices 
from the brewery to the consumer 
is almost ready and should be is- 
sued within 10 days. 

The order will allow the na- 
tion’s 359 breweries, 8,000 whole- 
salers and more than 250,000 beer 
retailers to compute new ceilings. 
Officials told a reporter these will 
reflect increased costs of produc- 
tion and handling, which OPS is 
required to allow under the con- 
trols law recently amended by 
Congress. 

An official explained the actual 
price -increase for beer itself at 
the retail level may be slightly 
less than one cent. However, this 
fractional increase, coupled with 
the recent. excise - tax boost 
amounting to three-tenths of a 
cent per standard bottle or can, 
will entitle retailers to charge a 
full penny more. OPS allows the 
addition of a fraction only when 
it runs a half cent or more. 


JOAQUIN DE LA ROZA, Cu- 
ban-born sugar engineer, said in 
New York newsprint made from 
bagasse—the waste materia! of 
sugar cane—was a partial answed 
to the worldwide newsprint short- 
age. 

De La Roza, president of the 
United Bagasse Cellulose Corp., 
and inventor of the pre-hydrolisis 
process for making paper pulp, 
commented on an appeal of Euro- 
pean publishers to the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly to deal with the 
newsprint shortage. 

The European publishers voted 
a resolution at their meeting in 
Oslo last week calling for a 
“thorough search for new raw ma- 
terials for paper production.” 

' De La Roza said newsprint from 
bagasse, the fibrous material left 
after the juice is extracted from 
Sugar cane, is a partial answer to 
the search for new raw materials. 

He said other advantages of us- 
ing such waste material as bagasse 
is elimination of large forest in- 
vestments and depletion of wood- 
lands. Bagasse paner uses no sul- 
phur, which is a short supply item. 

Newsprint made trom bagasse 
through De La Roza’s process re- 
cently was tested at the U. S. for- 
est products laboratory in Madi- 
son, Wis., and was found, De La 
Roza reported, stronger and whit- 
er than the ordinary variety. 

De La Roza has in the planning 
stage a program for a $15,000,000 
plant at Clewiston, Fla:, to pro- 
duce bagasse paper. It is adjacent 
to the U. S. Sugar Corp., mill, 
the largest such plant 
in continental United States. 

The Clewiston plant will use 
bagasse from the U. S. Sugar miil 
and will have an initial capacity 
of 45.000 -tons of newsprint type 
paper annually, De La Roza said. 

In Cuba, he added, at the pres- 
ent rate of sugar production 
3,000,000 tons of bagasse cellulose 
and paper could be turned out 
annually.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20—(4)— 
The government issued an order 
Tuesday prohibiting the manufac- 
ture of color television sets for 
genera! sale. 

The order formalizes the agree- 
ment reached previously by mo- 
bilization officials with Columbia 
Broadcasting System and other 
companies to refrain from making 
color sets for the public during 
the emergency. 

It permits the manufacture of 
color equipment for experimental, 
military, industria! and _ certain 
hospital and educational uses, 

The National Production Au- 
thority (NPA), which issued the 
order, also notified makers of pin- 
ball and other’ coin-operated 
amusement machines that they 
must find substitutes for most of 
the copper and bronze they ordi- 
narily use. 

Officials told a meeting of pin- 
ball machine manufacturers their 
allotments of copper and brass 
probably will not improve 
throughout 1952, “even if a cease- 
fire agreement is reached in Ko- 
rea.” 

Starting Jan. 1, the industry 
will get only 21 per cent of the 
carbon steel, 30 per cent of the 
alloy steel, 28 per cent of the cop- 
per wire and 25 per cent of the 
aluminum it used before the Ko- 
rean outbreak.

This memorandum is a catalog 
of initials or abbreviations of com- 
mittees, sub-committees, titles and 
other official terms used by the 
treaty organization. 

There are altogether 125 such 
abbreviations, running from AFWE 
(Air Forces Western Europe) and 
CECS (Communications-Electron- 


‘ies Coordination Section of the 


standing group) to SUSREP- 
NADPB (Senior United States 
Representative, North Atlantic De- 
fense Production Board) and 
WUDO (Western Union Defense 
Organization). 


WHY SECRET? 

Just why the memorandum is a 
secret document is not clear, and 
just how it clears things up is not 
clear either. 


For example, there is a soldier 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization named Eisenhower. As 
an abbreviation for Eisenhower, 
“Ike” isn’t bad. It is even fairly 
well known. But this abbrevia- 
tion isn’t used. In the officialese 
of the new international! bureauc- 
racy, Eisenhower is “SACEUR” 
(Supreme Allied Commander Eu- 
rope). He is also “CINCEUR” 
(Commander-in-Chief, European 
Command, U. S.). 


There are some other designa- 
tions all good officials are sup- 
posed to remember too. If some- 
body refers to “EB,” the reader is 
supposed to know that this means 
W. Averell Harriman of the United 
States, Jean Monnet of France, 


‘and Sir Edwin Plowden of Britain, 


the “Executive Bureau of the tem- 
porary committee of the North At- 
lantic Council,” better known as 
the “three wise men” or the “wise 
men’s committee.” 


HARD TO REMEMBER 

Officials have found it 
what difficult to retain all these 
abbreviations, especially when 
they contain such things as 
“CINCNELM.” (Commander -in - 
Chief, U. S. Naval Forces, Eastern 
Atlantic and Mediterranean), or 
“JUSCIMPC” (Joint United States, 
Canada, Industrial Mobilization 
Planning Committee), but the ab- 
breviations are fast becoming part 
of the jargon of the Atlantic com- 
munity, much to the confusion of 
everybody concerned. 

As a matter of fact, the reason 
why the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization produced its new 
catalogue of abbreviations is that 
the chiefs of staff of the United 
States, Britain and France, in pre- 
Paring a series of studies which 
will be studied at the Rome meet- 
ing of the North Atlantic Council. 
used all 125 of the abbreviations 
contained in the new list. Even the 
Officials at the pick-and-shovel 
level didn’t know what they were 
talking about, let alone the minis- 
ters who have to take the deci- 
sions, 


EACH COUNTRY ADDS 


Unfortunately, each of the coun- 
tries seems to have contributed to 
the new treaty organization not 
only its own language but its own 
Jargon. Thus, we now have not 
only the alphabetical madness of 
Washington but the stubborn indi- 
rections of the English official pen 
confusing the communications of 
the new organization. 

“The writers of them.” com- 
mented The Times of London long 
ago, “are afflicted by curious lim- 
itations. They transmit but do not 
send: observe but do not see: com- 
mence, but never begin: conclude 
but never end. 

“The short word is shunned like 
the plague. Where there any 
choice paraphrases and Latinity 
are preferred to plain blunt speech 
and the homely Saxon. Answers 
are always in the affirmative or in 
the negative, never a mere ‘Yes’ 
or ‘No.’ The negative ousts the 
simple positive. The best founded 
claim can not hope ever to be 
more than ‘not unreasonable.’ The 
most violent form of approval is 
to see no objection. .. .”
